Grow Your Own Sugar! 


Last year, there was a real stam- 
pede for syrup cane seed and this 
year it looks like it will be even 
more so. You ¢an stop worrying 
about the sugar shortage, if you 
grow your own. 

You plant and tend it just like 
sweet corn only you planta little 





shallower and drill it (not hilled) 


and thin to 1 ft. apart in the row. 
Matures in Aug. or Sept. and you 

cut it like corn fodder, strip the 
leaves. Generally there is a nearby 
cane mill to make your sorghum on 
shares or you can, on a small 
amount use a clothes wringer to 
squeeze the juice and cook it down 
in a kettle like you would with ma- 
ple syrup. Watch out it doesn’t 
scorch when nearly done. You can 
use the variety best adapted to your 
locality:

Chinese or Celery Cabbage 


Sow outdoors the very earliest possible in 
the spring, or for a fall crop, sow after mid- 
summer.

There are many types of pools used. Barrels sawed in half and sunk into the 
ground are used as tub gardens. Metal stock tanks of various sizes make ideal 
The most common and less expensive of all materials used is the com- 
mon building cement. Mix 4 parts of the sand to 1 part of cement. Can be shaped 
into any design you might wish to make. 

This enables you to plaster the ce- 
ment on the sides without making a form to hold it. Let the first thickness 
harden a few hours then apply another and another until you have it the desired 
‘thickness. Then pour some cement into the Boron and smooth it making sure 
to have one point low for the drain.

water and let set for 10 days, then drain and refill with water, using 5 Ibs. of rock salt to 
each 100 gallons of water, let stand for 5 more days and drain.
